Kissinger, Gromyko 
in seven hour meet 


GENEVA (U PI) — Secretary of 
State Henry A. Kissinger met with 
Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei A. 
Gromyko for seven hours today to 
try to win Soviet cooperation in a 
Middle East peace settlement and 
agreement on the Strategic Arms 
Limitation Talks (SALT). 
They began at 10 a.m. and for 
three hours discussed the Middle 
East and Kissinger’s efforts to win a 
Syrian-Israeli troop disengagement 
on the Golan Heights where the 49th 
consecutive day of fighting brought 
the biggest air battle today since the 
October war. 
After a two-hour lunch together 
Kissinger and Gromyko spent two 
hours in the afternoon discussing 
SALT. U.S. officials said Kissinger 


and Gromyko discussed a U.S. 
modification of a Russian proposal 
for limiting deployment of multiple 
and independently targeted nuclear 
missile warheads (M IRVs) which 
Kissinger received when in Moscow 
in March. 
Kissinger’s 
aim, 
the 
senior 
official said, is to get an agreement 
by the time President Nixon goes to 
Moscow in June. 
A senior American official said 
Kissinger sought Soviet cooperation 
in his Middle East peace mission or 
at least understanding for his 
efforts. In recent weeks the Soviets, 
miffed at losing out in Egypt, have 
been reported pouring military 
supplies into Syria and backing it 
with money and moral support.

EDT today for a 
fresh report to the people on 
Watergate and the congressional 
impeachment inquiry 
As part of the 
speech, 
the 
President will announce a proposal 
for verification of transcripts of 
subpoenaed Watergate tapes to be 
turned over to the House Judiciary 
Committee, White House officials 
said today. 
The officials said Nixon would 
permit the committee chairman. 
Rep Peter W. Rodino, D-N.J., and 
the ranking Republican member, 
Rep. 
Edward 
Hutchinson 
of 
Michigan to listen to the actual tape 
recordings. 
The officials said that Nixon also 
intends to make public the partial 
transcripts of the Watergate-related 
taped conversations subpoenaed in 
the House impeachment inquiry. 
Presidential aides have indicated 
that only 36 of the conversations 
subpoenaed 
were 
transcribed, 
saying tapes did not exisf for the 
other six. 
Nixon’s Watergate legal team has 
been working for several weeks in 
transcribing the tapes which later 
were edited to 
remove coarse 
language and matters considered 
irrelevant or of national security 
sensitivity. 
Rodino 
and 
several other 
committee members have made it 
clear they would not be satisfied 
with transcripts, particularly edited 
transcripts— that they wanted the 
full, actual tapes. 
Nixon’s 
plan 
would be 
a 
compromise to permit verification 
and authenticity of the transcripts. 
White House aides have stated 
publicly 
that they believe the 
transcripts will exonerate Nixon of 
any allegations of wrongdoing in 
connection with Watergate and the 
cover-up. 
Presidential counselor 
Dean 
Burch 
said 
Friday 
the 
evidence would be “ compelling and 
persuasive,” 
and 
would finally 
mean that “ the end of Watergate is 
insight.” 
In addition to the presidential 
speech, the White House is expected

Antipollution 
standard review 
refused by court 


WASHINGTON 
(U P I) - The 
Supreme Court refused today to 
review 
antipollution 
standards 
which electric utilities said would 
impede efforts to reach national 
self-sufficiency in energy. 
The Court refused to overturn 
antipollution standards set by the 
Environmental Protection Agency 
(PEA) for newly constructed plants. 
The U.S. Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia had found the 
EPA rules reasonable. 
Power companies asked the court 
to balance the nation’s need for 
electricity with the high costs of 
attempting to meet EPA standards. 
A utility association said the EPA 
standards would jeopardize the 
ability of electric utilities to meet 
President Nixon’s goal of making 
the nation self-sufficient in energy. 
In a brief order, the Supreme 
Court refused to review the appeals 
court ruling. 
In another pollution issue, the 
Supreme Court agreed to decide 
later whether President Nixon has 
power to withhold from the states 
allotments authorized by Congress 
for water pollution control. 
The appeals court ruled that the 
President has no such authority. But 
the 4th Circuit earlier had ordered 
more hearings in another case in the 
U.S. District Court in Richmond, 
Va., on the assumption that he does. 
The Justice Department appealed 
both decisions. 


April 30 first anniversary of another 
broadcast when Nixon disclosed that 
he had only recently learned of 
higher White House involvement in 
the Watergate break-in and cover-up. 
He pledged to “ get to the bottom 
of the matter,” saying the truth 
should be fully brought out—no 
matter who was involved.

Nixon had his calendar free of 
engagements today but was meeting 
with his top aides. 
Haig said Nixon will tell “ the 
complete story of Watergate in 
terms of his actions and knowledge” 
in documents subpoenaed by the the 
Judiciary Committee 
Nixon aides who did not want to be 
identified used the Mitchell-Stans 
trial to question the credibility of 
Dean, 
Nixon’s chief Watergate 
accuser.

crossed the highway in front of her 
car in the dark as she drove south on 
the expressway near Lakeview 
Road. 
Officials today were investigating 
the report that Mrs. Parker and her 
two daughters had alighted from the 
family car for some reason while 
enroute back to Lompoc, with 
Edward Parker, no age given, 
driving. There were unconfirmed 
reports that Mrs. Parker and the

were accompanied by 
several other youngsters.

acquittal Sunday of John N. Mitchell 
and Maurice H. Stans on criminal 
conspiracy charges was just one 
obstacle cleared in the tangle of 
legal problems still facing the 
former Nixon cabinet officers. 
Mitchell and Stans, the first 
cabinet officers to face trial since 
the Teapot Dome scandal of the 
1920s, were found innocent of all 18 
charges against them. Each had 
been charged on nine counts includ­ 
ing conspiracy, lying to the grand 
jury 
that 
indicted 
them 
and 
attempting to defraud the U.S. 
government. 
If Mitchell and Stans had been 
convicted they would have faced 
possible maximum sentences of five 
years on each count. However, it is 
customary for such sentences to run 
concurrently 
rather 
than 
con­ 
secutively. Fines could have totaled 
$80,000 for each defendant. 
Mitchell, who as attorney general 
was Nixon’s chief law enforcement 
officer, is scheduled to go on trial in 
Washington next September on 
conspiracy and other charges in 
connection

break-in and subsequent cover-up. 
Once again, his chief accuser is 
expected to be John W. Dean 3rd,

Board of Supervisors today 
that county property tax 
revenues for the current 
fiscal year won't fal! short 
of thé $1S 3 million in 
anticipated 
property tax 
revenues seen dropping in 
county coffers before Jidy 1. 
He conceded his nine- 
month report just issued on 
county 
operating 
and 
special revenue funds — 
showing that collection of 
property taxes was about 
$6.9 million under estimates 
as of March 31 — might be 
misleading to some. 
A ctually, 
he 
said 
subsequent collection of the 
second period taxes has 
presumably already brought 
the revenues in this account 
up to expectations. 
“ Anticipated 
revenues 
are looking good,” contin­ 
ued Floyd, with the only 
possible dark clouds at this 
point hovering over county 
hospital problems and the 
state’s slowness in making 
Medi-Cal and mental health 
repayments. 


County Tax Collector J. 
Newton 
Blanchard 
confirmed 
F lo y d ’s 
favorable comment as to 
tax collections. 
“ We’ll be collecting about 
96 per cent of the total 176- 
million tax bill this year as 
usual,” 
said 
Blanchard 
Cities, school districts and 
special districts pick up tax 
revenues other than the $18- 
millicn 
channeled 
into 
county 
government 
operations.

rebates are in order due to 
loss of over $5-million in

High schools in Lompoc 
will have a total of 175 job 
slots available to juniors 
and seniors in high schools, 
whose families meet the low 
income criteria set for the 
(NYC) Neighborhood Youth 
Corps) program.

reasonable doubt Those two 
words “ reasonable doubt” 
are key ones in a criminal 
case. 
The two once formidable

a Securities and Exchange 
Commission investigation of 
financier Robert L. Vesco in 
exchange for his secret 
$200,000 contribution to the

came in the credibility of 
the prosecution's crucial 
witnesses,

Police patrol keeps 
vigilant for Zebra 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
— It’s been 14 days since the 
last “ Zebra” street slaying, 
but police patrol remain 
beefed up today in the 
largest manhunt in San 
Francisco’s history. 
Mayor Joseph P. Alioto 
interrupted 
his 
gubernatorial 
campaign 
appearances Sunday 
and 
returned to this city of 
800,000 persons for what his 
press secretary said were 
“ definitely Zebra-related” 
reasons. 


Alioto’s 
spokesman, 
William O’Brien, said a 
“ major 
announcement” 
was expected today which 
would involve full disclosure 
of the mayor’s activities 
over the weekend. 


The mayor has pledged no 
letup in the search for the 
black killers of 12 whites, 
saying, “ The streets must 
be made safe from these 
mad murderers.” 
Hundreds of officers in 


both marked and unmarked 
cars cruised city streets 
during the weekend in hopes 
of scaring the assailants 
from making another move. 
Only about a dozen blacks 
were

order scaling down earlier 
police tactics. 
Police Chief Donald Scott 
said heavy street patrols in

18 Zebra 
shootings, “ might force the 
killer or killers to stay 
inside.” 
Witnesses and the six 
survivors of the random 
attacks have supplied police 
with a composite drawing of

initially used it to stop more 
than 600 blacks in a stop and 
question procedure.

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Armored move 
by N.Viets 
in Mekong 


SAIGON (U PI) - North 
Vietnamese troops 
using 
tanks for the first time in 
the populous Mekong Delta 
launched an armored attack 
against a key outpost less 
than 60 miles from Saigon, 
the government military 
command said today. 
Lt, Col. Le Trung Hien, 
the command spokesman, 
said the tank attack in South 
Vietnam ’s 
vital 
“ rice 
basket” region marked the 
start 
of 
an 
“ overall 
o ffe n siv e ” 
by 
the 
Communists 
In Cambodia, government 
troops reported killing 92 
insurgents Sunday in heavy 
fighting near the besieged 
provincial 
capital 
of 
Kampot, 92 miles southwest 
of Phnom Penh There was 
no report of government 
losses. 
Hein said Communists led 
by 
f ive 
Soviet-made 
amphibious 
PT76 
tanks 
tried Sunday to storm a 
battalion-sized government 
outpost at Long Khot, 58 
miles west of Saigon and 
less than a mile from the 
Cambodian border. 
Government forces using 
U.S.-made amphibious M113 
armored personnel carriers 
(APCs) reported knocking 
out one of the Communist 
tanks and chasing the rest 
across 
the 
Cambodian 
border. 
Hein said one government 


APC was destroyed, two 
Saigon soldiers killed and 12 
wounded 
Communist 
casualties were not known. 
Hien said the use of tanks 
indicated an “ offensive has 
really started” in South 
Vietnam, which was last hit 
by a major coordinated 
Communist drive in the 
spring of 1972. 
“ The offensive now does 
not have the intensity of the 
one in 1972,” he said “ The 
Communists now are more 
cautious and the battle in 
the Mekong Delta is part of 
an overall offensive plan.” 
Hien also cited recent 
attacks against the Tong Le 
Chan ranger base north of 
Saigon 
and 
the 
government’s Base 711 in 
the Central Highlands as 
signs 
of 
a 
full-scale 
Communist offensive. 
Military sources said the 
Communists 
have 
assembled 
a giant tank 
force in 
the Cambodian 
Parrot’s Beak region, 50 
miles west of Saigon, and 
can move armor across the 
border into South Vietnam 
at any time. 
The 
command 
also 
reported 
increasing 
Communist pressure on the 
Dak Pek ranger base, 281 
miles north of Saigon. A 
spokesman said the outpost, 
defended by 400 government 
soldiers, was in danger of 
being overrun.

He listed the agency’s 
phone 
numbers for San 
Francisco.

SLA fugitives, said Bates, 
m ay 
be 
disguising 
themselves in wigs, caps, 
hats and beards. But, he 
added, they have ventured 
from their hideout many 
times and someone must 
have seen them. 
“ If the public is alert and 
properly concerned, it can 
play an important role in 
helping 
our 
agents 
apprehend these people,” 
Bates said. 


Pictures were circulated 
of eight SLA members, 
including four known to 
have taken part in the 
robbery of a San Francisco

AMA advises

in 
the 
Senate 
Business and Professions 
Committee ten days ago 
Deukmejian, 
committee 
chairman, then decided to 
delay the final vote until this 
Wednesday in an attempt to 
rally 
support 
for 
the 
measure. 
Business 
and 
labor 
representatives argued the 
bill would lead to reduced 
benefits for retired workers 
by increasing the costs of 
pension plans. They also 
said the problem of pension 
abuses should be left to the 


federal government 
Among other things, the

( For comparison, about 54,000 Americans arc 
killed every year in auto accidents; 3.000 die 
choking on food; 160 are killed by lightning.) 
Actually, fissionable nuclear fuel for 


power plants is very dilute—so dilute that it's 
impossible to create an atomic explosion in a 
nuclear reactor.

NUCLEAR WASTE. 
WHAT HAPPENS TO IT? 


When nuclear fuel is used, nuclear 


waste is created. But more than 95 percent of 
the original fuel is recycled for re-use. The 
remaining waste is small —so small that such 
waste from a large nuclear unit operating for 30 
years could be contained in a space no larger 
than a two-car garage. The waste is radioactive; 
but is treated as such.Very carefully. Safety first. 
Used fuel is sealed in heavily- 
W 
shielded, leak-tight casks and shipped 
^ 
to a facility w hich specializes in nuclear fuel re­ 
processing. Every safety precaution is taken to 
insure that no leakage occurs. Shipping and 
handling are carried out under strict regulations 
of the A EC and the U.S. Department of Trans­ 
portation. After processing, the residual waste 
will he solidified and placed in secure, long­ 
term storage under rigid government control. 


NUCLEAR POWER PLANTS 
AND MARINE LIFE 


Some people have voiced concern be­ 
cause some pow er plants discharge w arm water 
back into natural water bodies. These power 
plants — w hether nuclear or fossil-fueled — use 
cooling water in steam condensers. In a nuclear 
plant the cooling water is only about 19 
warmer when returned to its source, and other­ 
wise is harmless. Where the water source is 
large enough and cold enough to receive and 
assimilate it. like the Pacific Ocean, it has no 
significant adverse effect on marine life. The 
only appreciable change is that in the immediate 
w ater discharge area the balance betw een warm 
water species and cold water species of marine 
life may shift in favor of those liking warmer 
water. In fact, after 24 years of scientific study 
and many more years of operating experience, 
it is clearly established that marine life near 
PC i&E power plants tends to be more plentiful 
than it was originally.

siblc sources of energy, such as solar, tidal and 
wind power, are in experimental stages of devel­ 
opment, and the latter two may never become 
practical for large-scale use. Coal can supply 
some help in California over the short run. 
But nuclear energy is the power source w hich 
has arrived. 
Nuclear power is economical. For 


example, the electricity produced at PG&E's 
Humboldt Bay Nuclear Power Plant for $2.00 
would cost $ 17.20 at a plant burning low-sulfur 
oil. at today’s fuel prices. 
Moreover, nuclear power generation is 


clean. Unlike burned fuels, it releases no 
combustion products into the environment. 


NUCLEAR POWER 
AND INSURANCE 


Some people say that private insurance 


companies won’t cover a nuclear pow'cr plant. 
That’s false. Private companies provide $110 
million worth of liability insurance for each 
nuclear power reactor location. There have been 
no claims against nuclear power reactors. In fact, 
the insurance companies have been refunding 
part of the premiums paid by the utilities. 
In addition, utilities pay the federal 
government for 
indemnity insur­ 
ance coverage of 
$450 million for 


each reactor location. 


The federal indemnity 


program was created by Congress in 1957 
( Price-Anderson Act) to help encourage devel­ 
opment of a nuclear power industry in the U.S. 
It has been good business for the taxpayers. 
And it gives the public greater protection than 
separate homeowner insurance policies could 
provide. That’soneof the reasons why your home- 
owner policies have a nuclear exclusion clause. 
The government has collected millions 


in indemnity payments from utilities —about 
$90.000 a year per large reactor—and has 
never paid out one cent. No claim has ever 
been filed. 


NUCLEAR POWER 
AND THE PUBLIC INTEREST 


One of the big PG&E nuclear units at 


Diablo Canyon is planned for service next 
year, and the other unit in 1976. But it will take 
about ten years to build additional nuclear 
capacity— including the time it takes to find 
and acquire suitable sites and obtain clearances 
and approvals from more than 30 governmental 
and public agencies. 
Every year of delay exposes all of us to 


shortages and higher rates, and further drains 
our diminishing fossil fuel resources.

measures citizens should 
follow this summer. They 
ranged from warmer air 
conditioner

Sawhill and Dr. James 
Gregory,

Traffic

Administration, told a news 
conference 
that 
an 
estimated 
3,191 
persons 
were 
killed 
on 
U.S.

compared to 4,283 during 
the same month last year. 
The decline in fatalities 
continues a trend which

limit. Gregory estimated 
that a total of 3,700 lives

speed limit and a tendency

enforcement officials will

Sawhill said the shortage 
of gasoline would be 4 to 6 
per cent this summer, at 
worst.

Lasting marriages exclude 
early children, study shows 


NEW YORK (UPI I - 
Happiness is the family. But 
the 
happy 
family 
may 
exclude children for the 
early years of a marriage. 
The happy family life 
came over more strongly 
than the goals of career or 
making a lot of money in the 
latest study of American 
attitudes. 
The study, part of a 
continuing 
one 
on 
U.S. 
social 
attitudes, 
was 
commissioned 
by 
the 
Institute of Life Insurance, 
an organization to tell the 
public what’s going on in the 
life insurance business and 
to tell 
insurance people 
what’s going on with the 
public. 
The institute outlined the 
questions 
which 
the 
research firm of Daniel 
Yankelovich Inc. put to 
persons aged 18 on up to 65 
and over. More than 2,000 
persons were questioned in 
a cross-section of society 
which included whites, non­ 
whites, high school, college 
and postcollege graduates, 
single, 
married 
and 


widowed 
Males 
and 
females 
responded almost equally. 
And 
overwhelmingly—80 
per cent—listed “ a happy 
family life” as a more 
important 
goal 
than 
a 
“ fulfilling 
career,” 
the 
“ opportunity to develop as 
an individual,” or “ making 
a lot of money.” 
Three out of four persons 
also 
agreed 
with 
the 
statement: “ The traditional 
family 
is 
important 
to 
Americans and should be 
preserved ” Fewer than one 
in 10 disagreed. 
The institute said that, 
“ While persons 30 years of 
age or older were more 
disposed to vote for ‘a happy 
family 
life’ 
than 
those 
younger, nevertheless, 58 
per cent of those between 18 
and 24 and 68 per cent of the 
25-29 age bracket listed it as 
their most important goal. 
As for those over 30, the 
vote for the happy family 
life as the goal ran 85 per 
cent and higher. 
The study showed strong 
indications, however, that 


expectations about the form 
of the 
family unit are 
undergoing changes. 
One question concerned 
whether it was “ perfectly 
all 
right” 
for 
married 
people to choose not to have 
children. 
Mathew 
Greenwald, 
research associate at the 
institute, said 52 per cent 
agreed to a couple’s right 
not to have children. Some 
23 
per 
cent 
“ agreed 
strongly.” The remainder 
either 
was 
unsure 
or 
answered “ probably.” 
To the question of whether 
young 
marrieds 
should 
delay children for a few 
years, until they’d had some 
time together, 54 per cent 
favored the delay, 29 per 
cent had no strong opinions, 
and the rest disagreed. 
The importance of career 
fulfillment turned out to 
be relatively unimportant, 
after all. Only 4 per cent 
called it most important in 
their life values, 28 per cent

A distinguished 
senior diplomat, Ellsworth Bunker, 
was assigned to negotiate the terms 
of the agreement to be incorporated 
in a new treaty. 
The status of the canal has long 
been a festering sore damaging

American nations. It is comparable 
in kind if not in degree to the Suez 
Canal and Britain’s futile attempt to 
hold that international waterway by 
arms against the rising tide of 
Egyptian nationalism.

Panama, convened by Panama, the 
United States was forced to veto a 
resolution calling for transfer of the 
canal to Panamanian sovereignty.

In 1964 wide-spread rioting broke 
out aimed at special American 
privileges enjoyed in the Canal zone, 
ruled, the Panamanians charged, 
like a colony.

A 
similar, though lesser ability, was 
found in Fegara zanthoxyloides, 
commonly known as candlewood. 
Companies in England and India

dentifrices containing substances 
taken from these and other types of 
wood. 
Clinical studies

Right to know in SLO 


The legal backdrop, so to speak, 
the cultural tapestry on the wall 
behind every meeting of every 
California 
city 
council, 
school 
board, county board of supervisors 
and innumerable other commissions 
and panels, large and small, is 
largely framed by the Ralph M. 
Brown Act, which proclaims that 
public business should be conducted 
in public. 
It is the Brown 
Act, 
specifically, 
that requires open 
meetings and sets 
down for news re­ 
porters, and, there­ 
fore , 
th eir 
thousands of read­ 
ers, a written legal 
right to be present 
at most of the meet­ 
ings of governing or 
advisory 
groups. 
Also included is the 
right to peruse the 
bulk of the data that 
accompanies 
the 
process of government. 
At perhaps its emotional peak, the 
act sets forth that: 
“The people of this state do not 
yield 
their 
sovereignty 
to 
the 
agencies which serve them. The 
people, in delegating authority, do 
not give their public servants the 
right to decide what is good for the 
people to know and what is not good 
for them to know. The people insist 
on remaining informed so that they 
may 
retain 
control 
over 
the 
instruments they have created.” 
The paragraph ruffles and snaps 
like a ragged banner bourne through 
the musketry by a bare chested 
French girl revolutionary. It’s good 
enough for a tattoo. 
But after we’ve patted our eyes 
dry and finished reading the rest of 
the act, it becomes clear that there 
are exceptions. Reading a little 
further into the pertinent cases, we 
also discern that the borders of 
these exceptions are disquietingly 
vague. 
One legal borderline skirmish 
under the Brown Act is under way in 
San Luis Obispo. It has to do with an 
executive (private) session of the 
San Luis Obispo City Council. 
On March 25, the council ejected a 
San Luis Obispo Telegram Tribune 


reporter from a meeting set to 
consider 
appointments 
to 
a 
controversial ad hoc committee. 
The roll of the ad hoc committee 
would be to consider what, if any, 
should be the limits of growth in San 
Luis Obispo, a charged topic there 
as here. 
A reported 20 minutes later, the 
council returned with a full list of 19 
com m ittee 
members. 
Mayor 
Kenneth 
Schwartz 
reportedly 
admitted he’d changed his mind 
during the meeting in favor of 
allowing “paid lobbyists” to be 
members, a stand contrary to his 
previous public stand on that issue. 
Two days later, the Tribune filed 
suit in superior court charging that 
the council’s action violated the 
Brown Act. Whether it actually did 
or not, this writer will not presume 
to say. It’s in litigation. 
The act plainly states, though, 
that executive sessions are allowed 
for “the appointment, employment 
or 
dismissal of an officer or 
employe.” 
The 
case, 
it 
would 
seem, will hinge largely on whether 
or not the court considers the ad hoc 
c o m m i t t e e 
memb ers 
ci ty 
“officers.” According to Lompoc 
City Attorney Alan Davidson, the 
Lompoc 
City 
Council 
discusses 
appointments 
to 
standing 
city 
panels such as the Beautification 
Commission, in executive session. 
Are these the same under the law, 
though, as a one-time advisory 
com m ittee 
set 
up 
to 
form 
recommendations on a vital public 
issue? 
There’s 
also 
the 
matter 
of 
changing the qualifying criteria for 
membership in private. A frequent 
argument for executive sessions 
holds that they protect qualified 
individual 
appointees 
from 
“embarrassment” 
during 
dis­ 
cussions 
of 
tkeir 
backgrounds. 
Presumably, the closed sessions 
protect unqualified appointees from 
even more embarrassment. 
Courts have ruled that while a 
school board may discuss the salary 
of an individual in private, it must 
discuss salary structure in general 
in public. One is a private matter, 
the other belongs to the taxpayers. 
Was the matter of the basic 
qualifications for the entire ad hoc 
committee private and privileged or 


was it of broad enough public 
concern to have required public 
deliberation? 
There are many more gray areas 
in the case. No matter what the 
court decides, the further definition 
of the law at least will be welcome. 
And who in the Watergate era can 
doubt that some future move to 
elude the public’s right to know, by 
design or neglect, might succeed but 
for the memory that newspapers 
like the Telegram Tribune will 
surely fight for it.
